THE ARC LIGHT. 


Why it Hisses aed Why it Gees 
Oat Occasionally. 


The New York Sun tells about the 
arc lamp: Did you ever see àn electric 
arc lamp upside down? Now and 
then à careless or ignorant lineman 
manages to invert one, and the effect 
is curious. An inverted arc lamp 
looks like any other until it is lighted. 
Then it gives forth a singular sickly 
gleam that proclaims its inversion. 
Arc lamps are ordinarily so arranged 
that the current enters by way of the 
upper carbon, skips tothe lower and 
so'escapes. As everybody knows the 
step from the upper to the lower car- 
bon produces the spark or arc. 

The effect of the current passing 
from the upper to the lower carbon is 
to produce a little cavity in the end 
ol tho upper carbon. When the cur- 
rent moves in this fashion the rays of 
light are thrown downward, and thus 
the region below the lamp is illum- 
inated. When the wires are s0 
coupled that the current runs from 
the lower to the upper carbon, the 
cavity is formed in the lower carbon, 
and the rays of light are thrown up- 


ward into the air instead of downward 
to the od. This gives the lamp 
its 1— y appearance.

The revenues of the Government 
from all sources for the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1891, were: Total 
receipts, $428,544,233.03; total ex- 
penditures, $421,304,470.46 ; leaving 
a surplus of $37,239,76257. To 
this sum was added $54,207,975.75, 
deposited in the treasury under the 
act of July 14, 1890, for the redemp- 
tion of national bank notes; $9,363,- 
715 deposited during the year on 
the same account; $3,810 received 
for four per cent. bonds issued for 
interest accrued on refuuding cer- 
\ificates con verted during the year, 
and $34,132,37216 taken from the 
cash balance in the treasury, mak- 
ing a total of $134,947,635.48, which 
was applied to the payment of the 
pu dlic debt. 

As compared with the fiscal year 
1890, the receipts for 1891 bave 
fallen off $5,418,847.52. 

There was an increase of 
636,198.14 in the ordinary ex, end- 
itures, 

For the present fiscal yeer the 
revenues are estimated as $433,- 
000,000; the expenditures for the

Two salcons die used bug 
juice to their thirsty patrons, which 
consisted of nearly the entire popula- 
tion of the woods. Freighting in 
those days wag done almost wholly by 
bull teams. Bullwhackers who were 
expert with the goad stick and had a 
good vocabulary of oaths were in 
great demand and commanded very 
high wages. The writer’ has often 
sern a8 Many as eight or ten ox teams 
each consisting of five or six yuke of 
oxen with their loads of lamber com- 
ing from Thomas and White's can- 


streets of Galena the very atmosphere 
was blue with} ty. 

Fred Stadmulier’ was located 
near the creek where the road crossed. 
Tuis store was the headquart ors of the 
town loafers, when these processions 
of ux teams drove into town. 

There being no bridge at the creek, 
it made it about the hardest pull on 
the road, and it required the utmo it 
skill in the use of the goad stick, to- 
gether with the most thanderous 
oaths that could be uttered to inspire 
the lazy oxen to do their best and 
pull their immense loads out of the 
creek. On one occasion the teamster 
labored for an hour to get his oxen to 

ull together, but of no avail. As a 
t resort he went to the store, took 
a good dose of alcohol, returned to his 
team, mounted a stamp by the creek, 
and after calling on Christ and all the 
apostles to come down and help him 
curse those cattle, he delivered himself 
of the most bloodcurdling oaths ever 
uttered. He then jumped down by 
the side of the oxen and with a 
mighty flourish of the goad stick and 
a tremendous oath, succeeded in atim- 
ulating his oxen toa herculean effort 
and the heavy load was pulled out of 
the creek amid the cheers of the 
crowd which had congregated at Stad- 
muller’s store. The same stamp 
which was used by thuse sturdy team-. 
sters is still there, a monument to the 
memory of old times, 

There are quite a number of old Ga- 
lenaiteg living in Reno and on the 
Truckee Meadows at the present time. 
Some of them doubtless remember the 
keen appetites which a part of the ar- 
istoc of the town had for chicken 
diet. Late in the fall of 64 two of 
Galena'’s most prominent citizens, one 
a surveyor and the other the leading 
physician of the town, after imbibing 
a glass or two of the best liquor, 
started out to rob a chicken roost, and 
old mae Alford’s chicken house at the 
lower end of town was their destina- 
tion. Everything went swimmingly. 
The doetor had got his sack well filled 
with chickens and was telling the sur- 
veyor to make as little noise as p“ si- 
ble, when at this stage of the proceed- 
ings Alford’s + - began to bark fero- 
civusly, This frightened the physi- 
cian, who told the surveyor to run for 
his life, and the doctor, who was a 
powerful six footer, lit out with the 
speed of an antelope, with the pack of 
chicken swung over his shoulder. By 
thie time the whole chicken house was 
in an uproar of cuckling poultry. 

The poor survevor was not so fortu- 
nate as the doctor, for the bug juice 
had taken effect. He stumbled over 
the door sill aud fell, and was caught 
by the old lady, who had been awak- 
ened by the commotion in the chicken 
honse. Charity compels us to draw 
the veil of oblivion over what followed, 
for thid sume surveyor afterwards rep- 
rerented Washoe county in the State 
Legislature and was also elected to 
serve the State iu the Surveyor-Gen- 
eral’s office.

FAST TRAINS. 


Difficulties in the Way of an In- 
— of 8 ; 
A Plan om Foot in This Country te Build 
Train Calculated to Run 
Twe Miles 2 One 
Minute- 


Some interesting details (H accurate) 
are given by the American Engineer of 
the results of the attempt go run a train 
which, aceording to the projectors of 
the “Electric express,” was to run at 
the moderate speed of six miles a min- 
ute, says the London [Eugland) Inven- 
tion. An experimental line was built 
at Baltimore. and engineer oi some ex- 
perience were sanguine that even if the 
tremendous speed spoken of were not 
accomplished, the trains run would put 
in the shade everything hitherto accom- 
plished. One hundred and twenty 
miles an hour, or two miles a minute, 
was spoken of as mechanically possible. 
But the constructors, alas! reckoned 
without their host. I twas found that the 
inexorable laws of friction would cause 
bearings, wheels, etc., to simply melt 
from the intense heat evolved. In round 
numbers a four-foot wheel would have 
to revolve over eleven thousand times 
per minute—a practicable speed with a 
smal] spindle, but quite impossible with 
the ordinary axle. About a mile and a 
half per minute is now said to be all 
that is within practical accomplishment 
on the existing type of railway, if fric- 
tion only be considered. As regards 
safety. even this speed is deemed im- 
possib!: by qualified engineers, unless 
great modifications are made in 
the existing form and size of flanges, 
rails, ete. Such a speed has, it is al- 
leged, been once or twice accomplished, 
but the highest of which an authentic 
reeord exists is within a fraction of 
eighty miles per hour, or one and one- 
third miles per minute. We do not, of 
courge, undegtake to say that a higher 
rate of motion could not be reached, 
but all engineers: are agreed that it is 
not possible with present rails and roll- 
ing stock. 

As matters now stand it would seem 
that it is easier to construct motive 
power which will propel, or rather 
drag vehicles at a startling pace, than 
to design vehicles which will keep on 
the track or be uninjured by the heat 
so generated. It is nowadays uncafe to 
ridicule any project which does not 
propose to violate some natural law, 
and it is quite possible that some 
form of rail and wheel may yet be de- 
signed which will permit of a mach 
higher rate.of speed than has yet -been 
achieved. But it is certain that these 
have still to be devised, and that people 
of inventive minds have here a yet un- 
attacked field. After all the rate of 
eighty miles per hour, which has actual- 
ly been accomplished, would have 
seemed a greater miracle to our great- 
grandfathers than the talked-of one hun- 
dred and twenty does to us. Whether 
the sodution will lie in the adoption of 
the sliding railway type, or in an im- 
mense increase Im wheel diameter, 
depth of flange, or other device, is yet 
uncertain, but the problem will. with- 
out doubt be solved at no very distant 
date. 

Our friends are endeavoring to grap- 
ple with the difficulty, and the main 
outlines of a proposal to run a high- 
speed train have been published, The 
track is to be built much heavier than 
the roads now in use. In exposed 
places it would be laid in a trougi:-like 
guard to keep the wheels on the track. 
The engine and cars are gigantic, the 
former having twelve driving wheels, 
not incased (all wheels are now in- 
cased), and the axics are to be so con- 
structed as to give a low center of grav- 
ity by having the ear bottom near the 
rails. The great weight, width of rails 
and shape of cars would, it is claimed, 
give stability. All the wheels under 
the train would be eight feet in diame- 
ter, this large size saving friction of 
machine; and should the Wheels revolve 
no faster than the present style it would 
allow of the speed intended being at- 
tained. As large wheels on the present 
tracks would not be stable, nor would 
there be car room, the rails would have 
to be laid ten feet apart. The car is de- 
signed as seventeen feet wide, twelve 
feet high and one hundred feet long, be- 
ing capable of holding four hundred 
persons with their baggage: The cars 
are to join as smoothly asa pipe, the 
forward part of the engine being round- 
ed off and the car exterior made smooth. 
having side doors, windows and sky- 
lights, and like a semi-cliptical cylinder 
placed on its face in shape, this smovoth- 
ness and shape being to save friction of 
air, for a train in such rapid motion 
would create a greater wind than a vio- 
lent hurricane. 

We cannot, of course, prophesy what 
may yet be accomplished In view, 
however, of the fact that Jules Verne’s
